Bahia.—H.M. Consul at Bahia (Mr. D. R. O’Sullivan Beare), 
writing on the subject of British trade with that part of Brazil, 
reminds manufacturers and merchants that in order to succeed in 
establishing a sale for their products in the Bahia market, more 
especially when it is a matter of introducing products or brands 
new to that market, they must be prepared to advertise their wares 
liberally in one way or another, and to be satisfied to forego profits 
during a preliminary period. There is but little prospect of estab- 
lishing business relations in the Bahia market in the first instance 
by means of correspondence or of circulars, or even by means of 
both these methods combined. ‘The Bahian trader is conservative 
in his business methods, tending to keep to old grooves, and shy of 
handling new lines of goods. His prejudice in that respect can 
only be overcome by personal suasion. ‘The Consul accordingly 
advises British manufacturers and merchants who purpose doing 
business with Bahia to secure, if possible, the services of travellers 
acquainted with the various requirements of that market, gifted 
with powers of persuasion, familiar with Brazilian ways of conduct- 
ing business, and—what is an essential qualification—possessed of 
a good knowledge of the Portuguese language.

FACILITIES FOR CUSTOMS CLEARANCE OF COM- 
MERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ SAMPLES IN CERTAIN 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 


The Board of Trade desire to draw atiention to the fact that 
reciprocal agreements have recently been concluded between 
H.M. Government and the Goveraments of Belgium, Switzerland, 
France and Germany with a view to facilitating the clearance 
through the Custom Houses of the respective countries of samples, 
patterns, or models of dutiable merchandise carried by commercial 
travellers for the purpose of obtaining orders, but not for sale. 

In virtue of these agreements the marks, stamps, or seals placed 
upon such samples by the Customs authorities of this country, and 
the officially attested list of such samples, containing a full descrip- 
tion thereof, are accepted by the Customs officials of Belgium, 
Switzerland and France as establishing their character as samples 
and exempting them from examination except so far as may be 
necessary to establish that the samples produced are those 
enumerated in the list. The Customs officials of these countries 
may, however, affix a supplementary mark to such samples in all 
cases where they may consider this precaution necessary. 

By the agreement between the United Kingdom and France it 
is provided that the samples must be enumerated on the descriptive 
list under denominations admitted by the Customs tariff of each 
country, respectively, in the language and in the weights and 
measures of that country; and further that the formalities in 
regard to the assay of wares of gold and silver must be accom- 
plished in all cases where necessary. * 

In the case of samples carried to Germany, the marks of 
identity (stamps, seals or leads) placed on the samples by the 
Customs officials of this country at the time of exportation are 
recognised by the German Customs officials, and articles provided 
with these marks of identity are passed as patterns and exempted 
from Customs examination in Germany except so far as such 
examination may be necessary as a means of determining the 
amount of duty to be collected on the samples if they are not re- 
exported or placed in bond within the period provided for in the 
Declaration between the British and German Governments signed 
at Berlin on Ist April, 1869.* The German Customs Authorities 
may, however, affix supplementary marks to such samples in cases. 
where they may think this precaution necessary. 

A copy of the Regulations concerning the exportation and 
subsequent re-entry of samples, which have been issued by the 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs, is appended hereto. 








* The Declaration in question provides that the amount of duty chargeable 
must either be deposited by the commercial traveller at the German Custom 
House in money, or security given for it, The impo:ter of the samples is given a 
permit or certificate containing the appointment of a period, which at the utmost 
must not exceed 12 months, at the expiration of which, unless it is proved that 
the patterns or samples have been previously re-export.d or placed in bond, the 
amount of duty deposited will be carried to the public account, or the amount 
recovered under the security given. 
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Facilities for Customs Olearance of Commercial Travellers’ Samples 
in certain European Countries. 








Regulations governing the exportation and subsequent re-entry of 
samples and patierns dutiable or non-dutiable, bi Commer- 
cial Travellers proceeding from this country :— 


1. Commercial travellers proceeding abroad on business may, in 
order to facilitate their entry into foreign countries, have their 
samples sealed and the list thereof officially certified by officers of 
this department under the following regulations :— 

2. On prior application by the firm concerned, the samples, 
accompanied by a list in duplicate containing a full description 
thereof, including, if required, quantity and value, may be pro- 
duced at any Custom House for examination. One copy of the 
list is to be retained for future reference if necessary. 

3. The list, after being verified by a comparison with the samples, 
which are then to be officially sealed or marked as may be most 
convenient, is to be signed and officially stamped by the officers. 
In regard to the values stated on the list, a formal declaration by 
the commercial traveller or by one of the firm concerned may be 
required, if such is considered necessary. 

4. The samples having been produced to the proper officer and 
shipped, the list is to be noted accordingly. 

5. The re-entry of the samples may be effected at any port. 
The list referred to in sub-paragraph 2 must be produced; and 
upon the samples brought back being found to correspond there- 
with, they may, after removal of the official seals, be delivered 
forthwith. The list is to be retained, a note being made thereon 
of the delivery of the goods, or of such. portion of them as is re- 
imported. 

6. Application must be made to the proper officer in all cases 


where examination and sealing of samples is desired at private 


premises either before exportation or after re-entry. The expenses 
of the officer’s attendance for such examination are to be borne by 
the applicants. 

7. With the view of facilitating the entry of commercial 
travellers’ samples into France, a description in French, according 
to the appropriate denomination of these articles in the French 
tariff, with weights and measurements in the metric system, may 
be added to the particulars furnished on the list presented to be 
certified. Before certifying such list, the officer is to satisfy him- 
self that the metric equivalents stated are accurate, referring when 
in doubt to the collector.

The Circular states that although these Decrees have 
reference more particularly to the control and sale of wines, spirits, 
and oils in the interior, they are in principle equally applicable to 
similar products imported from. foreign countries, and Customs 
officers are required, within the limits of their functions, to see 
that the prescriptions of the Decrees are not infringed.

posed Changchun and Kirin railway, wherein it 
is stated that the engineers appointed to survey the route at present 
projected have finished their survey and at the date of publication 
(10th April) had almost finished the preparation of plans. The 
route in question will start from the north wall of Changchun, 
passing thence to the south of Shih-Li-pu, Ma-Tow-shan, and 
Chuan-yuan-kou to a point 25 English miles south of the present 
main road. In the neighbourhood of the Ta-Shui river it will 
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cross the main road at right angles, sweep round the Lao-Yeh-ling 
to the north, and, passing through San-T'ao-lingtzu and Erh-Tao- 
lingtzu, be brought to the northern gate of Kirin city, whence it 
will be extended to Lien-Hua-Pao. The line will be seventy-five 
English miles in length. The station outside the northern gate 
will be for passengers only and the station at Lien-Hua-Pao for the 
discharge and loading of cargo. 

[t appears from the Acting Consul-General’s despatch that an 
alternative route has been suggested, as it would be more advan- 
tageous to the commercial interests of Kirin to turn the Lao-Yeh- 
ling to the south and bring the railway to the western gate of the 
city, which is the centre of the commercial activity of the place. 
The natural difficulties of this route are greater, however, and 
would appreciably increase the cost of the line. 

Lien-Hua-Pao, where it is proposed to have the goods station, is 
about three miles to the north-east of the city and is the spot 
marked off by the Chinese Authorities for an international settle- 


ment.

From two-thirds to 
three-fourths of the quantity annually consumed is produced in 
India. Importation is practically limited to salt landed in Bengal 
and Burma from England, Germany; other countries in Europe, 
Aden, Muscat, Jeddah, and some Egyptian ports in the Red Sea.

4. That the fertiliser made from the phosphate can be disposed 
of at a price which will allow of it being remuneratively used for 
agricultural purposes. 

5. That the composition of the phosphate shall average not less 
than 50 per cent. of phosphate of lime (tricalcic phosphate): pro- 
vided, however, that should a phosphate of a lower average compo- 
sition be discovered the committee may recommend tkat a portion 
of the bonus be granted. 

6. That the bonus will only be paid to the first claimant who 
satisfies the above conditions. 

The terms of payment will be— 

One-fifth on the committee reporting favourably of the 
discovery ; 

One-fifth on delivery of the first 200 tons to purchasers ; 

The remaining three-fifths by equal payments on delivery 
of each additional 150 tons to purchasers. 

Applications addressed to “The Hon. the Minister for Agri- 
culture, Wellington,” will be received up to and including the 
31st day of December, 1908.

The British Vice-Consul at Bergen (Mr. E. F. Gray) reports that, 
according to the ‘“‘ Trondhjem Adresseavis” of 
the 9th June, the coal mines in Spitzbergen 
worked by the Trondhjem American Spitzbergen 
Coal Company have been extended and deepened. The quality 
and thickness of the coal seams are maintained as the shafts 
descend, and the coal obtained burns clean, leaving only a small 
quantity of reddish-brown ash. 2,000 tons of good quality coal 
were mined during the winter, and it is intended to begin regular 
workings in August. The Anglo-Bergen Coal Company were 
better supplied with machinery, and mined some 4,000 tons during 
the winter. Operations will be continued during the summer, and 
the company will supply 6,000 tons at Trondhjem to the Norwegian 
State Railways, and also sell coal to steamship companies in Norway

The Director of Woods and Forests states that tartar gum trees 
(Sterculia cinerea) are sufficiently abundant in the mixed forests 
of the Upper Blue Nile to make it advisable to investigate into 
the manner of obtaining a supply of this gum. Apparently the 
gum is not obtainable from healthy trees. It will therefore be 
necessary to make an emmeration survey, and to see how many 
trees can be “treated” without reducing the stock and the output. 

The Director of Woods and Forests estimates the area of the 
Talh Forest in Sennar Province at some 3,000 square miles. At 
present little gum is obtainable from them, but it is hoped that in 
course of time the output will be increased, thus enabling a cheap 
gum to be put on the market. 

With regard to gum resin, the Director reports as growing in 
Southern Kordofan the African Bdellium (Balsamodendron Africa- 
num), which yields a kind of myrrh, and also the Boswellia 
papyrifera (Elephant tree), from which a frankincense is obtainable. 


The Sudan Central Economic Board also reports that the

ITALY: 


H.M. Consul at Milan (Mr. J. H. Towsey) has forwarded a report 
on the Italian silk cocoon crop in 1907, issued 
by the Italian Silk Association at Milan, 
from which it appears that the silk season 


Silk Cocoon Crop

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of 1907 showed even more strongly than in previous years 
the preference for grain of white-yellow Chinese crossing, which 
now practically forms the whole type cultivated in Lombardy, and 
is gaining ground even in Piedmont and Venetia, as well as in 
several provinces of Central Italy ; it can be affirmed, indeed, that 
at the present time the Chinese crossing represents almost 60 per 
cent. of the Italian crop. The remainder is represented by pure 
yellows, double-yellows, and crossings of white-yellow Japanese. 

Favourable conditions, agricultural as well as commercial, 
induced the farmers to increase their breeding stock in 1907. The 
mulberry trees, owing to the prolonged mildness of the previous 
autumn, had well matured the new wood, thus promising an 
abundant crop of leaves, which promise the dry winter confirmed. 
At the same time the favourable progress of the silk industry, 
with the constant rise in the price of silk, assured the farmers that 
high prices would be obtained for the new cocoons. The quantity 
of grain distributed for hatching is calculated to have reached 
about 1,260,000 ounces (of 30 grammes each), as compared with 
1,203,000 ounces in 1906 and 1,110,000 ounces in 1905. 

The crop of fresh cocoons in 1907 is estimated to have amounted 
to 57,058,000 kilos., as compared with 53,838,000 kilos. in 1906 
and 51,940,000 kilos. in 1905. Deducting from the whole crop 
the large amount of cocoons used for reproductive purposes, it is 
found that the quantity of silk produced in Italy from Italian 
cocoons of 1907 amounted to about 4,820,000 kilos., in addition to 
which 1,353,000 kilos. of silk were produced from imported 
cocoons, the total quantity of silk spun in Italy in 1907 amounting 
therefore to 6,173,000 kilos., as compared with 6,047,000 kilos. in 
1906 and 5,552,000 kilos. in 1905.

The British Vice-Consul at Canea (Mr. E. C. Wyldbore Smith) 
reports that the olive harvest of 1907 was ex- 

Olive Harvest. | ceedingly abundant and the quality of the fruit 

excellent. On account of the great demand 
from abroad, especially from Trieste, the local export price of oil 
has been maintained at the high figure of from 241. to 241. 10s. per 
ton, a very satisfactory feature, which will undoubtedly have a bene- 
ficial effect on the trade of the current year. The abundance of 
the crop was due partly to the fact that the peasants are beginning 
to prune the trees, which are gradually recovering from the 
destructive treatment they received in 1896-7, and also to the fact 
that the weather was favourable to the growth of the fruit in its 
several stages and during the harvest. 

A duty amounting to 13 per cent. is levied on exported oil, a 
great quantity of which goes to the United Kingdom and Egypt, 
also to Turkey, Roumania, Tripoli, Austria-Hungary, Germany, 
France and Russia.

a that English companies now working in Spain 
Companies. 


who intend to continue business in that country 
must, within four months from the date of publication of the law, 
submit to the Ministerio de Fomento a Spanish translation of their 
statutes and all statements respecting capital, &c., policy forms,. 
prospectuses, tariffs, &c., &c., together with a written request for 
permission to trade, and consequent registration. Such com- 
panies as intend to discontinue working in Spain should intimate 
their intention to the above Ministerio. The companies that remain 
must make an initial deposit of 200,000 pesetas in the case of life 
companies or 100,000 pesetas in the case of fire companies.* Those 
companies that, under previous laws, have already made a deposit 
can apply such deposit to the one now exacted. The law will come. 
into force on the 15th November next. The text of the law is 
published in the “‘ Gaceta de Madrid ” of the 15th May, which may 
be consulted at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

JAPAN. 


H.M. Consul-General at Kobe (Mr. H. A. C. Bonar) has forwarded 

the following particulars respecting the new 

vasa bong “ glass works (referred to on p. 17 of the ‘* Board 

—r of Trade Journal” of 3rd October, 1907) still 

in course of erection at Osaka. This is an enterprise which is 

apparently being established with Belgian co-operation, as the 
plant is being supplied by Belgian firms solely. 

The kinds of glass which it is proposed to manufacture are :— 
(1) Bottles—soda water bottles for export, beer bottles for Japan, 
medicine phials for Japan and for export ; (2) ‘‘ Gobleterie ”—table 
glass ware of all kinds, but not crystal or large and expensive 
pieces; (3) Window glass—this it is intended to make the main 
product of the factory. 

The methods of manufacture are as follows :—(1) Bottles are to 
be blown in the ordinary European manner by blowpipe. If the 
Company can induce anyone to instal first-class machinery for 
this department on terms which would not prove prohibitive they 
will do so. (2) Table glass will be made in the Belgian manner, 
i.e., by blowing into moulds, afterwards polishing and cutting the 
product by machinery, and not by the pressing process now 
commonly employed in Japan. This is not flint-glass, but ordinary 
plain white and coloured glass of similar quality to the medium 
grade table glass-ware exported from Germany, Belgium and France. 
(8) For window glass, the Company have the rights of the 
Fourcault process, but the present intention is not to instal it 
pending the perfecting of the process in Europe, which it is 
thought may take two years. In the meantime, the ordinary 
process of blowing will be carried on. Belgian workmen will be 
employed. ‘Twenty-five of these workmen will be specially 
brought out and will be used to train Japanese workmen. 
This body will, by the addition of fresh apprentices, be made 
into two, and so on until sufficient workmen are provided to work 
all the furnaces. The number of these will greatly depend on 
the demand for glass, but it is expected that two furnaces will 
be working by June, 1909. 

The Company have now four furnaces engaged in bottle making. 
When all (seven) .are working, the output will be roughly 
34 million bottles monthly. The average cost of manufacture 
is roughly 2.40 yen per hundred. The prospective output of 
table glass cannot yet be computed, and the output of window 
glass will of course depend on the number of men employed in 


this work.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is

On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the 
offices of the Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of 
reports of H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special 
Commissioners of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest 
that may be received from India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited 
from time to time.
